TW low­ 
er court opinion had called the 
law an “experiment with ignor­ 
ance.” 
The local option statute w n 
enacted by a special session of 
the state legislature in February, 
1961. It provided for a referendum 
to enable Paris (county) voters to

of six to nine months. 
—A mixed security force of 3, 
OOO to 40,000 men, probably under 
a Moslem commander, will be re­ 
sponsible for internal security dur­ 
ing the interim period, although 
the bulk of France's 400,000 - man 
army w ill remain for a t me.

4-Foot Snow 
Hits Midwest

Winter’s worst storm choked the 
upper Midwest with 4-foot snow 
drifts today, paralyzing transpor­ 
tation and stranding hundreds of 
persons. 
Blizzard-like winds up to 35 
miles an hour cut visibility to 
zero in many sections from South 
Dakota to the Ohio border. 
Minnesota had up to 27 inches 
of snow. Some Iowa communities 
measured 20 inches. Sioux Falls, 
S D., reported 31 inches on the 
ground. Wisconsin had up to a 
foot of new snow. Dubuque, Iowa, 
reported its heaviest February 
snowfall in half a century. Si.nix 
City, Iowa, residents said it was 
the worst storm in a decade. 
Michigan had 6 inches of snow. 
Nebraska had up to 14 inches of 
snow. Northern Illinois had a 6- 
inch snowfall. 
South of the snow belt freezing 
rain glazed sidewalks and Mgh- 
ways. Freak winter thunderstorms 
were reported at Milwaukee, Wig 
and Mount Carmel, 111. 
Thunderstorms grumbled across 
Dixie, dropping 2.58 inches of rain 
at Dothan, Ala., and 2.50 inches 
at Ozark, Ala.; Mobile, Ala., had 
2 inches. The heavy rains touched 
off flash flooding in some areas 
and downtown streets were awash 
at FlomaUon, Ala. 
Temperatures dipped below zero 
rn northern New England and 
North Dakota.
